was made four years ago. Men disgusted with the 
course of events, principally belonging to the Re- 
publican party, assembied in Cincinnati and in 
strong resolvetried to bring about this consumma- 
tion so ‘* devoutly to be wished.” It was not the 
intention of many of them, when they first came 
to Cincinnati, to found a new party aud put a 
Presidential ticket in the field; they intended 
to demand reform, and demand it in thunder tones 
in a strong and unequivocal platform.

Why was it that this great movement, so anspi- 
ciousiy begun, was doomed to fail? It was because 
the real reformers had faithin the professions of 
the old Democratic party, which offered its old- 
time party machinery to accomplish the desired 
end. 10 was because the Democracy, in conven- 
tion assembled, pledged itself to support the Cin- 
cinnati ticket. ow well they kept their word the 
result has shown.

It ia true they had a 
very efficient instrument to keep their assignats, 
or, as we call them, backs, up to par; it was 
the guillotine, to which every citizen who refused 
to take and excha 8 pears of the State at par 
was condemned, and it inly made short work of 
bim and his riches, which reverted to the State.

In New 
York, he must delegate the appointing-power 
to Boss KxLLx, representing Tammany, and 
Jom Morrissey, representing anti-Tamma- 
ny. In Pennsylvania, he must consult Sam 
RANDALL and the corrupt gang of Democratic 
politicians of that State. And so in every 
other State. There will be a general upris- 
ing of the fierce office-seeking Democracy, 
and every Democratic politician who may 
get to Congress will be at Washington with 
his imperative demand that his constitu- 
ents and his district be provided for. 
That is the reform, and the only 
reform, which will be possible or 
which will be attempted under Tu.pen.

ENGLAND’S WAR POWER. 

In view of the possibility that England 
may be involved in a European war growing 
out of the issues of the Turco-Servian cam- 
paign, the Pali Mall Budget seeks to muster 
up courage and inspire hope: by considering 
its military resources at certain periods in 
the past when England roused itself to 
great efforts. It shows that in 1798 En- 
gland had a fleet of 498 ships of war, and in 
1800 its navy had increased to 767 ships. 
Durirg the war, the English sailors gained 
five great victories and destroyed or captured 
541 foroign vessels. The peace of Amiens 
was short in duration, and in 1807 the En- 
glish destroyed the French and Spanish 
fleets and captured the whole naval force of 
Denmark. In 1808 the fleet consisted of 
869 ships. In 1814 it rose to 901; and 
from 1802 to 1814 it captured or destroyed 
569 foreign vessels. The army in 1800 
amounted in numbers to 168,082. In 
1804 a volunteer force of 410,000 men was 
kept up. In 1815, whenit was determined 
to put down Napougon, the regular army 
numbered 300,000 men. In recapitulating 
the achievements of these armies and navies, 
the Budget says: 

It almost seemed as if no Power opposed to En- 
gland could hope to retain «a colony or an island. 
Between 1793 and 1815 were acquired Malta, the 
Cape, and Ceylon, to say nothing of various West 
Indian possessions, of the protectorate of the 
lonian Isles, and other conquests; while it is not 
too much to say that Canada would have been 
conqucred and all foreign influence destroyed in 
India but ror the fact that these results had been 
accomplished by a former war. Twice our armics 
entered in triumph the Capita? of the first military 
Puwer of the day. How during this time Engtand 
was always ready to subsidize an Mi ready to 
fight; how she organized six coalitions against the 
Republic and Empire; how she increased her debt 
by upwards of 2600, 000,000, and yet maintained 
her credit unimpaired; how she met Berlin decrees 
by Orders in Council, and, as Srp rr Situ hu- 
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spent $100,000,000 within the past few years 
upon her army without adding a man to its 
fighting strength. Her army is not yet 
mobilized. The London Times admits that 
in case of war England caffhot garrison 
Egypt, and cannot raise the regiments to 
make the nucleus-of an army in Canada. She 
has no system of conscription. Her army is 
not drilled or disciplined according to modern 
improvements in the art of war. Notwith- 
standing what England may have done half 
a century ago, it will count for little now if 
Russia, Germany, and Austria shall plunge 
into a war that must of necessity drag En- 
gland in also : 


THE BOYS IN BLUE. 

The Boys in Blue are destined to ex- 
ert as powerful an influence upon the pend- 
ing campaign as did the Wide-Awakes in the 
LINCOLN campaigns. The reports at the New 
York headquarters show the most gratifying 
returns from all parts of the country, and 
that the soldiers and sailors who served in 
the War of the Rebellion are everywhere or- 
ganizing for active work to secure the suc- 
cess of the principles at the ballot-box for 
which they fought in the field. A brief 
glance at these reports will show how the 
good work is going on. Fifty-five eompa- 
nies have already been formed in New York 
City. At least one company has been formed 
in every wardin Brooklyn, and sometimes 
two or three. Buffalo paraded 2,500 a few 
evenings ago. San Francisco has 1,000 
regularly organized. It is estimated that 
75,000 will be enrolled in indiana before 
Sept. 20, the date of the great Mass Conven- 
tion of the Boys in Blue at Indianapolis. The 
Democratic newspapers of Michigan are shak- 
ing in their boots at the rapid organization 
of the old soldiers into companies, and are 
abusing them now as they did during the 
War. In Connecticut they are rapidly or- 


ganizing. Letters have been received clear 


from Oregon asking for information as to the 
rules and regulations for government of regi- 
ments and companies, The old soldiers of 
Iowa are in the field by thousands. Little 
Rhode Island is fully represented. Col. 
Tuomas Rxrxorbs, of Wisconsin, briefly 
wrote: I think this State will fill its quota 
without the interposition of a draft. It is 
not necessary to intimate what Illinois is do- 
ing in this direction. It is already too fa- 
miliar. From the South also come most 
cheering reports, as a few extracts from 
letters will show. Gen. Pararicx, the 
Commander of the Alabama Boys in Blue, 
writes: Despite the Democratic howls 
about carpet-bag misgovernment, in which 
too many of our own party have thought it 
‘high-toned’ to join, our State, of 50,000 
square miles and 1,000,000 population, has 
had less than fifty carpet-officials out of a 
total excbeding 10,000 elected and appointed 
since the War, and there are only a bare 100 
of us all told, but we are going to Indianapo- 
lis to show that we average but one anda 
half to a county, and only one among 10,000 
other people.” Gen. Cantax, of West Vir- 
ginia, says in his letter: I have deferred 
replying until the present. In the mean- 
time, I have conferred with many veterans in 
reference to organizing the Boys in Blue, 
and the general opinion is that the Boys’ 
will unanimously work and vote with the Re- 
publican party.” Gen. Apsorr, of North 
Carolina, writes: I will give attention to 
the matter, and appoint astaff at once. There 
are from 5,000 to 10,000, Boys in Blue in this 
State.” Gen. Ross, of Maryland, writes: 
Our meetings are very satisfactory, and a 
great deal of interest is manifested—more 
than in any previous campaign.” 

These are fair samples of the advicos from 
all parts of the Union, and indicate that the 
surviving soldiers and sailors of the War of 
the Rebellion will work and vote as they 
fought, and that the principles for which 
they contended on the battle-field are just 
as dear to them now as they were in the days 
of the War. No man who fought for the 


Union in those dark days will now vote for 


the men who never sympathized with them, 
who never contributed a penny for their 
comfort, who were Copperhead allies of the 
South, and who recognized and defended 
the right of secession. Add to these compa- 
nies and regiments of Boys in Blue all over 
the country the thousands of Hares and 
Wuerxer Clubs, recruited from the ranks of 
those who have come of age since the War, 
and it will be seen the Republican candidates 
have a formidable army enlisted in their be- 
half, marching to certain victory at the bal- 
lot-box in November.

These men have been freely denounced as 
thieves, scoundrels, and perjurers. They 
have lost the respect of their associates, and 
descended tothe level of jail-birds. Some 
of them were in politics, and have been 
obliged to abandon their positions and all 
hope of any future preferment. Their of. 
fense was withholding a portion of a Govern- 
ment tax on “whisky, and, in some cases, 
swearing falsely in order to do so. Yet this 
is precisely the charge against Samus J. 
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w years | virtue of this act, sball, upon the taking of such 
knowingly and willingly swear | 
80 offending shall be 


or affirm falsely, every person 
deemed guilty of perjury, and shall, on conviction 
thereof, be subject to like punishment and penal- 
ties now provided by the laws of the United States 
for the crime of perjury. 

The punishment provided by tho laws of 


the United States is a fine of not more than 


$2,000 and imprisonment at hard labor for 
not more than five years. The evidence that 
Mr. Tx committed perjury is cumulative. 
It consists (1) of the two affidavits which he 
made himself, one some twelve years sub- 
sequently to the other; (2) the admitted 

that he has now a personal fortune amotnt- 
ing to several millions of dollars; (8) the 
circumstance that he accumulated most of 


this fortune in railroad operations, which 


were most fruitful during the term when the 
income tax was levied, viz.: from 1861 to 
1872; (4) the evidence that, about the same 
time he is suspected of having falsified his 


income charge, he was engaged in plunder- | 


ing the Alton & Terre Haute Railroad; and 
(5) the fact that Mr. TDi has personally 
made no effort to harmonize the above con- 
flicting statements or to deny that one or the 
other of them was made and sworn to by 
him. 

Is Mr. Tuonx's offense in defranding the 
revenue by falsifying his income return in 
1862 any less revolting than the offense of 
Jaxx Renu, HN, McKex, McDonar», and 
Joycz, who defrauded the revenue in 1878, 
1874, and 1875 by withholding the Govern- 
ment tax on whisky? Can Mr. Tube be 
excused merely because his offense is some- 
what more remote in time though precisely 
the same in character? Yet Jan Rum, 
Hxstno, McKuz, McDonatp, Jorox, and the 
others are serving out their sentences in jail 
and the penitentiary, and no political party 
would think of running any one of them for 
the lowest elective office, while Mr. TitpEeNn 
is the Democratic candidate for the highest 
elective office, and his party defend him and 
stand by him with astonishing unanimity. 

The theory advanced by Mr. Tupnsx's pri- 
vate secretary, that Mr. TLD did not re- 
turn the income actually received in 1862, 
but his estimated earnings for that year, is 
being rapidly exploded. It has been ascer- 
tained that Mr. Torx, in the year 1862,

In that case he 
earned“ the sum of $35,000 from a single 
client in the year 1862, though he paid a tax 
ou only $7,118 as his “earnings” for 
that year. This does not include any share 
of the $20,000 received from the Terre 
Haute Road which may have been earned in 
1862; it does not include any earnings 
from services to other clients; it does not 
include any dividends on bonds, interests on 
investments, or profits in the coal and other 
business. It would appear, then, that the 
theory of ‘‘ earnings” leaves Mr. Ino in a 
worse plight than the theory of actual ‘‘in- 
come.” In either case he stands in precisely 
the same attitude with reference to the Gov- 
ernment and public morals as those men 
against whom there is equally strong evi- 
dence of having defrauded the revenue by 
withholding the whisky-tax. The principal 
difference between the two is that the Re- 
publican party has sent most of the latter to 
jail, while the Democratic party is running 
the former for President. 
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THE COUNTY RING. 

It is very cvident that the County Ring 
have determined to stand together, and de- 
fend their stone job in court as well as out of 
court. If they can save themselves and their 
plunder by hard swearing, it is certain that 
there will be no lack of oaths, and if the 
quantity rather than the quality of the oaths 
be binding upon the Court, it is possible that 
no injunction can be sustained to stop the 
plunder on account of fraud.

TEE CALLAGHAN SHOOTING. 
FURTHER DBTAILS OF THE AFPAIR. 

1 was drunk, and I don’t recollect any- 
thing about it,” is the explanation of 
Matthew Callaghan, who is locked-up in 
the Chicago Avenue Police-Station await- 
ing the result of the injuries of his wife. 
Callaghan is an Irishman, about 45 years of age, 
small in stature, with an expressionless counte- 
nance. He married Anna Maria Clifford in 
1860. .When the War broke out, he enlisted in 
the First Illinois Light Artillery, and left his 
wife to get along as best she could. After serv- 
ing three years, he was discharged, but 
almost immediately re-enlisted in the First 
New York Infantry, and remained with 
them eight months. Returning to Chicago after 
Lee’s surrender, he learned that his wiſe had 
taken unto herself another husband—a negro 
much older than herself, who went around the 
streets with a bag and a pick gathering up rags 
and paper. Callaghan, possessed of philosophi- 
cal instincts, was not at all put out by the fact, 
and made no effort to end the illicit relation. 
He remained around for a time, and then went 


back now and then, in the course of 
three years, he always stopped with this 
woman and fthe negro, and drank and 
made merry with them. Just previous 
to the fire, it is said, he applied for a divorce, 
and got it. Then he wandered off, no one 
knows where, and earned hie living, as he say 
by doing carpenter work and whatever he coul 
get employment at. About a year ago he vis- 
ited his ex-wife and the negro, and spent sev- 
eral days with them. Subsequently, going to 
Wisconsin, he served on the police force at 
Milwaukee for two or three months. The next 
thing heard of him was in Chicago last Friday 
morning, when he again called on 
HIS FORMER WIFE. 

She and the negro, whose name is AndrewHew- 
son, live in a shantyon the prairie, about a quar- 
ter of amlle south and east of the junction 
of Grand and Chicago avenues. Their dwellin 
contains no furniture except a board bunk fill 
with hay, which serves as a bed, and two small 
wooden boxes, which do duty as chairs. All 
their cooking is done Indian fashion under a 
“tree near the hut. Callaghan enjoyed himeelf 
during the day in chatting with Anna Maria and 
her black partner, and, in the evening, invited 
her to go down town, saying he would buy her 
a pair of shoes. She needed a pair, and accom- 
anied him. When on their way home, about 
0 o' clock, he pulled out a revolver and 
shot at her twice. He was drunk, and 
she was drunk; but he considerately helped her 
to the shanty, she being unable.to get there b 
herself. The negro met them at the door, an 
was very much irightened when he saw the 
woman’s face covered with blood.
